Radio ‘Spots’ Good Investment 


Livewire showmen are boosting radio advertising as sure- 
fire promotion planning. It's particularly a good idea with a big 
musical like “Sweethearts.” See that the announcements are 
placed during early morning recorded programs and at the 
supper-hour. Here are three suggestions for presentation of 
plugs that can be cut for time variations: 


FOR 45 SECONDS 


Start with music of Jan Garber, Henry King, or Phil Ohman recording 
for a few bars, fade down music for announcer’s voice: YOU ARE LIS-

No doubt you are already offering special admission 
prices to servicemen. Why not offer a similar deal for ladies accompanied 
by servicemen for this film? If a great percentage of your patronage is ser- 
vicemen, limit the deal to the first fifty couples. Might also designate dif- 
ferent nights when only redheads, blondes and brunettes would benefit by 
the deal, alternately. Make your offer for as many couples as your situa- 
tion permits—the first five couples at the box office, or the first one hundred.
